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Races for Fillies 


E note with gratification the occasional evi- 

dences that racing associations throughout 
the country are bestirring themselves to increase 
the racing opportunities for fillies and mares. 
There is still a wide gap between what we have 
and what we ought to have in this particular, but 
there is progress in many quarters. The richest 
race on the list of stakes being advertised for the 
fall meeting at Aqueduct is the Beldame Handi- 
cap, for fillies and mares, with $15,000 added. 


Another unusual development along this line is 
called to our attention by R. W. Hewitson, Turf 
editor of the Toronto Evening Telegram. Mr. 
Hewitson sends along a copy of the conditions for 
a new race, to be run at the Long Branch track, 
near Toronto, on Wednesday, October 8, with 
nominations closing September 15, along with the 
closing of the Canadian Championship, to be run 
October 4 at Long Branch. The race in question 
is called ‘“‘The Dowry.” It is a handicap at a mile 
and 70 yards, for fillies and mares, 3-year-olds 
and upwards, with $2,000 added. The unique por- 
tion of the conditions is the following: 

The Long Branch Jockey Club Limited in addition 
to pay to the owner of the stallion producing the 
first live foal out of the winner, $250; out of the 
mare finishing second, $150; out of the mare finish- 
ing third, $100. 

Fred Orpen and George Hay, who operate the 
Long Branch track, apparently have invented 
something new—though in this amazing sport of 
racing it is rarely safe to assume that anything is 
entirely new. Just what went on in their minds 
to lead to the announcement of the strange condi- 
tion just cited we have no way of guessing. But 
the race may be taken as an evidence that the 
Long Branch management has recognized the 
continuity between a mare’s performances on the 
race track and her performances as a producer. 


Prize money for the owner of the stallion which 
gets the first live foal out of a mare is a surpris- 
ing method of promoting good racing for fillies 
and mares, and the innovation probably will not 
be copied in many quarters. But the important 
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matter is that the race track has seen that the 
wheels of racing are meshed with the wheels of 
breeding, that racing has an obligation to furnish 
the breeder with good producing stock and to en- 
courage the production of good racing stock. This 
is an idea which seems to have escaped a great 
many racing executives. 


A New Retirement Fund 


AST summer a group of New England horse- 

men inaugurated a plan of purchasing ‘“‘worth- 
less’ horses and retiring them from racing. The 
organization wound up its affairs without ever an- 
nouncing what horses had been retired, how much 
was paid for them, or whose horses were pur- 
chased. 

Now the same plan is being operated by a new 
organization called the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. The committee in 
charge of the retirement plan has announced that 
it will give preference to horsemen offering mares 
for permanent retirement from the Thoroughbred 
ranks, whether for racing or breeding, and Philip 
Bieber, a member of the committee, informs THE 
BLoop-HorsE that “it is reasonably certain we will 
offer about $200 for the mares.” 

If horses are going to be purchased for retire- 
ment, it is eminently sensible that mares should 
be the ones whose standing as Thoroughbreds is 
cancelled. Geldings and worthless entire horses 
which have ceased to earn money will retire them- 
selves very quickly, and any money paid for such 
horses is strictly charity—or strictly foolishness, 
depending on how you look at it. But there is 
no mare so no-account but that some misguided 
soul will take her to a farm and breed her to a 
stallion and send the offspring back to the races. 

We still hold the opinion that paying money to 
the owner of a worthless horse for the privilege 
of removing the horse from the race track will do 
nobody any good except the owner who pockets 
the money. But the boys seem to think they can 
make enough of a dent in the race horse popula- 
tion for the effect to be seen. We hope they keep 
going long enough this time to find out.

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Yearling Sales

HEN the Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual 

series of yearling auctions began at Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., on the evening of Monday, 
August 4, the sellers and buyers appeared acutely 
conscious of those placards which had been posted 
throughout the paddocks and sales area. The 
signs reminded one and all that New York had 
some very definite laws about auction sales, and 
it had been especially emphasized that it was il- 
legal for a consignor to bid on his own yearlings 
without public announcement of his intention or 
to pay a commission to an agent who purchased 
one of his yearlings. 

In previous years many consignors had fre- 
quently provided the auctioneer with “starting 
prices,” so that the man in the stand could pick 
an opening bid “off the post” if necessary. Thus 
on opening night this year it was a matter for 
speculation whether the lack of starting prices 
would tend to slow up the progress of the sales. 
There was no apparent slowing up, and most of 
the bidding began at about the levels that would 
have prevailed in previous years. Only a few 
“hung.” 

Only one consignor, Dickie Holton, who handles 
the Thoroughbred affairs of the Holton family 
of Forks of Elkhorn, Ky., elected to announce re- 
serve bids for all his offerings. Because reserve 
bids had rarely been exceeded in previous sales, 
many consignors were wary of them. But Mr. 
Holton came off very well, selling his entire lot, 
including the Jock—-Beulah Stone colt, which was 
announced as a cribber. Lucien A. Moseley, of 
Hopkinsville, Ky., sold for $1,800 a colt on which 
he had placed a reserve bid of $1,000. There were 
no other reserve prices. 

The opening night of the sales augured well for 
the market. Fifty head sold for $66,350, average 
$1,327. Last year the sales began on a Friday 
and skipped to the following Tuesday, so that no 
exact comparison is available. But the average 
was 72 per cent higher than on the Friday of last 
year, and 46 per cent higher than on the Tuesday. 
The averages by consignors were, in general, 
higher than last year. The list of results by con- 
signors, with comparative figures for 1940:

The Sales and the Law 


In recent weeks THE BLOOD-HORSE has devoted 
its attention a few times to Saratoga practices 
which were in contravention of the law, but which 
had become so common that the law had almost 
been forgotten by consignors and purchasers at 
the yearling auctions. How this publicity would 
sit with some of the yearling buyers has been a 
question with some observers of the scene. A 
reasonably definite answer came last week in the 
form of a telegram, dated July 30, from Garden

On the same day, Wednesday, July 30, the New 
York State Racing Commission released for pub- 
lication a statement which follows, in part: 


Taking official notice of complaints of questionable 
practices at the Saratoga blood stock sales in recent 
years, Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, announced yesterday 
that the sales of yearlings and other stock this year 
would be watched with the closest attention by the 
racing commission and other agencies of the State, 
and that all persons believed guilty of false bidding 
or representation, or of giving or receiving wrongful 
commissions on sales would be recommended for 
criminal prosecution by the authorities of Saratoga 
County. 

The most serious complaints which have been 
lodged with the commission are from breeders who 
have been consignors to the Saratoga sales in other 
years and expect to offer consignments again this 
year. They allege that honest breeders and con- 
signors have, in the past, been put at a disadvantage 
by consignors who have not scrupled to have men 
at the sales rings who bid up the prices of horses 
when they did not intend to buy, and who were not 
only paid for so doing but paid also with secret 
commissions when, through their efforts, horses were 
sold to unsuspecting buyers at prices beyond their 
value. 

As a first measure toward eradicating the prac- 
tices of which complaint has been made, the follow- 
ing notice was sent by the racing commission yes- 
terday to the Fasig-Tipton Company which has for 
years conducted the Saratoga sales and will conduct 
them again this year: 

“This is to notify you that the matter of false bids 
and fees to buyers (at Saratoga) is being looked into 
by the New York State Racing Commission. Both 
practices are violations of the New York Criminal 
Code. We are sure you are anxious to cooperate 
with us in preventing such practices which, if per- 
sisted in, will lead to the ruin of the sales. 

"This is in no way a reflection upon the company 
conducting the auctions, but is intended to be a 
warning to those whose horses are sold in the auc- 
tions and whose methods may be open to question.” 


F. A. Clark Steeplechasers 


The first auction sale of the Saratoga meeting 
was held Saturday morning, August 2, in the 
Fasig-Tipton paddocks. It was an offering of 
steeplechasers from the extensive stables of F. 
Ambrose Clark, for many years a leading patron 
of the sport between the flags. Despite the fact 
that in recent years opportunities for jumpers 
have not been great, 10 head from the Clark 
stable brought an average of $3,560, and one of 
the younger jumpers, the Belair-bred Bladen, was 
sold for $9.900 to Henry Lamontagne. The vet- 
eran *London Town went to William Post for

Saratoga 


HE coming of pari-mutuel wagering to New 

York has not as yet done anything to dull 
the glamour of Saratoga. The famous old track 
in the Adirondack hills, despite the fact that its 
stakes and purses have not been increased greatly 
over the values which prevailed during book- 
making days, is showing, as usual, thé highest- 
class racing of mid-summer. Though the weather 
was not at all favorable during the earlier days 
of the opening week (rain on opening day held 
the crowd to 6,267), the crowd of the first Satur- 
day, August 2, officially announced as 15,163, 
wagered a total of $591,834, which was about 
$17,000 more than the amount for the corre- 
sponding day last year. 

Saratoga’s month of racing ordinarily succeeds 
in shaping the 2-year-old picture into something 
of a coherent nature. The first week moved the 
process along at a rapid rate, the most decisive 
touch being made when John Hay Whitney’s 
Buster defeated Requested, Amphitheatre, and 
Some Chance in the United States Hotel Stakes. 
Greentree Stable’s Shut Out was entered both in 
the stakes event and an overnight race, and 
Trainer John Gaver elected to start the promis- 
ing Equipoise colt in the lesser affair and defer 
until later his meeting with top-class opposition. 
Shut Out, ridden by Don Meade, ran in front all 
the way, won by three lengths from Lochinvar. 

The meeting’s principal race for 3-year-old 
fillies, the Alabama Stakes, will be run this week, 
and apparently will have an excellent field. Level 
Best, whose consistency is less than in her 2- 
year-old days, passed up the sprinting prelimi- 
nary provided by the Test Stakes last week, and 
was started Monday, August 4, in the one-mile 
overnight Molly Brant Handicap, but after hold- 
ing a long lead for the six furlongs she weakened 
in the stretch and was beaten five lengths by 
Glen Riddle Farm’s War Hazard (Man o’ War— 
Artifice, by *Light Brigade), which was in re- 
ceipt of 14 pounds. 

Fenelon, currently the top handicap performer 
in the East, was beaten early in the week by C 
V. Whitney’s Parasang, which had only a trifling 
weight concession, in the one-mile Wilson Stakes, 
run on a slow track. But on the Saturday, over a 
fast track and at a longer distance, Fenelon gave 
weight and a beating to the now formidable Andy 
K. in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. 


Amphitheatre's Flash 


The sixty-seventh running of the Flash Stakes 
($2,000 added, five and a half furlongs, 2-year-

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olds) at Saratoga July 28, saw three of last 
year’s high-priced yearlings finish one-two-three, 
the remainder of the field entirely of non-Sara- 
toga yearlings—a rare “break” for consignors 
to the sales. The winner was Amphitheatre 
(114), which Manhasset Stable bought from 
Charlton Clay’s consignment last year for $6,800. 
Second was Buster (114), for which J. H. Whit- 
ney paid Kenneth N. Gilpin $11,500, and third 
was Millsdale Stable’s Gray Dream (110), sold by 
the estate of W. S. Kilmer for $7,000. Rain caused 
the withdrawal of three entries, including William 
Ziegler’s Exceptional, a $5,700 Saratoga purchase 
from A. B. Hancock’s consignment which dope- 
sters had figured was the one the favored Amphi- 
theatre would have to beat. 

The field of five left the starting gate together. 
First to show in front was Marshall Field’s 
*Jacopo colt Ack Ack (114). His lead did not 
last long as Nick Wall soon sent Gray Dream 
up to set the pace. Meanwhile Don Meade was 
having trouble aboard Amphitheatre. The colt 
was on the inside and in close quarters rounding 
the far turn. Nearing the turn into the stretch 
Meade found a clear passage and went up to the 
leader. Gray Dream swerved and lost ground 
when Amphitheatre drew on even terms. Irvin 
Anderson in the meanwhile was coming up fast 
with Buster, a *Bull Dog colt. He failed by two 
lengths to catch Amphitheatre, but finished five 
lengths ahead of the faltering Gray Dream. Mrs. 
Walter M. Jeffords’ Flaught (112), which had 
unseated Alfred Robertson at the post and run 
away for a quarter-mile before being caught, was 
another two and a half lengths back in fourth 
place and a length ahead of Ack Ack. Time, :23, 
:4635, .1:0615, track sloppy. Stakes division,

Amphitheatre was foaled April 7, 1939, at 
Charlton Clay’s Marchmont Farm near Paris, Ky. 
He has started three times, won twice, and has 
earned $6,375 (not including the Flash Stakes; 
see page 222). He finished fourth in the Juvenile 
Stakes at Belmont Park to Sun Again, Some 
Chance, and Scotland Light. Arena, foaled in 
1926, did not race. She has had seven foals, five 
have won and the other two have placed. Be- 
sides Amphitheatre, the winners are Colosseum 
(winner of seven races and $7,837), Excite (win- 
ner of four races and third in Shevlin Stakes), 
Salesring, and The Boxer. Her other two foals, 
Absinthe and Madison Square, have placed. The 
next dam, Oval, is dam of the winners Goose Egg 
(Spinaway Stakes, Milkmaid Handicap and pro- 
ducer), Ephesian (winner and second in Green- 
field Stakes), Robin’s Egg (winner and second in 
Hiawatha Handicap and dam of the stakes win- 
ners Redbreast and Chicolorado), Pyriform, That 
One, Ovalette, and Timepiece and the producer 
Ellipse. Oval is sister to Osprey, winner 26 races, 
including the Salvator, Firenze, Tia Juana, New 
Year’s, Harmonicon, Century, Boston and Wash- 
ington Handicaps and second in the Coffroth 
Handicap. Olympia won and also produced the 
winners High Olympus, Oleaster (also producer), 
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and Olympiad. She was sister to Overman (Pim- 
lico Nursery Stakes) and Sands of the Orient, a 
sire in Australia. 


Roman's Second Straight 


Joseph E. Widener’s Roman, winner of the 
Fleetwing Handicap at Empire City July 19, 
scored his second successive stakes victory in the 
fifteenth running of the American Legion Handi- 
cap ($2,000 added, seven furlongs, 3-year-olds and 
up) at Saratoga on opening day, July 28. Victor 
Emanuel’s 3-year-old Jock colt Omission (112), 
winner this year of the Rowe Memorial Handicap 
and Swift Stakes, was established the favorite. 
Roman, with top weight of 126 pounds, was sec- 
ond choice, and Greentree Stable’s Cherry Jam 
(114). winner of the Phoenix Handicap and 
Brandywine Handicap, was third choice. 


At the start Brookmeade Stable’s 3-year-old 
Mettlesome (110) and Roman went to the top. 
The former was setting the pace with Roman 
right behind him. A quarter of a mile out Cherry 
Jam and Omission were running third and fourth. 
Roman was pushing Mettlesome hard and when 
the *Sir Gallahad III colt was ready to take the 
lead Mettlesome relinquished it without a strug- 
gle and dropped back. At the head of the stretch 
Omission had moved up to second place, a head 
behind Roman. The latter went a little wide at 
the turn and Omission saved ground by going to 
the inside. The two colts battled head-and-head 
down the stretch. Basil James went to the whip 
on Omission and Don Meade hand-rode Roman. 
The latter displayed the speed which made him 
the best of the 3-year-old sprinters last year and 
was going away by a long neck at the finish. 
Third, two lengths behind Omission, was J. H. 
Whitney’s Equipoise colt Gramps (104). Cherry 
Jam was a length and a half farther back in 
fourth place. Mettlesome was fifth and *Sague- 
nay II (106), Robert Sterling Clark’s 4-year-old, 
was last by eight lengths. Time, :2245, :46%,

Parasang's Wilson Stakes 


The twelfth running of the Wilson Stakes ($5,- 
000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile), marked 
its first running under other than weight-for-age 
As in the 144-mile Whitney Stakes, 


conditions. 
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weight-for-age conditions have been modified 
with allowances, and the association has raised 
the added values of both contests from $3,000 to 
$5,000. There are only three weight-for-age 
races now left in the country—the Saratoga Cup, 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, and Pimlico Special. 


Despite the dropping of the former conditions 
only four entries, all 4-year-olds, went postward. 
C. V. Whitney, seeking his third victory in the 
Wilson Stakes, entered Parasang (117), winner 
of his last two starts; William Woodward sent out 
his Brooklyn Handicap winner Fenelon (120); 
William du Pont entered Fairy Chant (112), re- 
cent winner of the Hannah Dustin Handicap and 
a leading 3-year-old filly of 1940; and Robert 
Sterling Clark entered *Trois Pistoles (114), two- 
time winner at the recent Empire City meeting, 
and the first gelding to race in the Wilson Stakes. 
Fenelon and Parasang were practically even 
favorites, with Fenelon at slightly shorter odds. 

At the break Parasang, with Basil James up, 
went to the front with Fenelon a neck behind. 
*Trois Pistoles was third and Fairy Chant, slow 
to catch her stride, was trailing by three lengths. 
In the back stretch *Trois Pistoles began drop- 
ping back, the two leaders were a half-length 
apart and continued that way down the back 
stretch. On the far turn Ruperto Donoso began 
sending Fairy Chant up to the leaders and the 
race turned into a three-way battle, with Para- 
sang having a half-length advantage at the head 
of the stretch and with Fenelon and Fairy Chant 
head-and-head. All three were given the whip 
down the stretch but at the finish it was Para- 
sang by a length. Fenelon managed to get his 
neck in front of the filly. The French-bred *Trois 
Pistoles was 15 lengths in the rear. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s previous victories in this stakes were scored 
by Equipoise in 1932 and 1933. Time, :24, :48, 
1:1245, 1:3845, track good. Stakes division, $5,- 
350, $1,000, $500, $250.

Imperatrice, while she had not previously won a 
stakes event, had finished first or second in all 
her nine starts this year and last, and was per- 
fectly suited by the distance. Ridden by Jack 
Skelly, she moved to the front soon after the 
start, and her lead was never threatened, though 
Sister Union (113), Calumet Farm’s Proud One 
(117), and Brookmeade Stable’s Pomayya (113) 
made successive runs at her. She won by a 
length from Pomayya, with Proud One, running 
an unexpectedly poor race, four and a half 
lengths farther back in third place. Maemere 
Farm’s Maemante (117) was fourth, followed by 
Strange Device and Sister Union. Pomayya, pre- 
paring for the Alabama Stakes, was worked out 
to a mile and a furlong in 1:54%5 after the finish.

The Wilson Stakes was Parasang’s third 
straight victory. One was the Carter Handicap, 
in which he set a new track record at Aqueduct 
for seven furlongs, and the other win was in the 
$5,000 Questionnaire Handicap, a high-class over- 
night event at Empire City. Parasang has won 
$44,765 in his 27 starts. He has won 11 times, 
finished second three times, and once third. Par- 
ticulars of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD- 
Horse of June 21, page 902. 


Imperatrice Wins the Test 


Level Best and Miss Discovery were withdrawn 
from the overnight entries for the seventeenth 
running of the Test Stakes ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
old fillies, seven furlongs), at Saratoga, Friday, 
August 1, but the field of six which remained was 
still a very good one. Trainer George M. Odom’s 
entry of W. H. La Boyteaux’s Imperatrice (113) 
and Marshall Field’s Strange Device (117) was 
backed into odds-on favoritism, chiefly owing to 
the consistent record of the La Boyteaux filly.

This year she has made six starts, has 
won four races and has been twice second. She 
has never been unplaced.

Imperatrice, 
foaled at Mr. La Boyteaux’s Hop Creek Farms 
near Red Bank, N. J., is her first foal. Her sec- 
ond foal is On Schedule (brother to Imperatrice), 
which has not started. Assignation did not race 
and is dam of the winners Slap Jack, Jabiru, 
Stolen Tryst, and Brenner Pass (at two, 1941). 
*Cing a Sept won the Irish Oaks, Park Hill, and 
Atalanta Stakes, Ebor Handicap, and Newmarket 
Oaks, was second in the Wood Ditton and Craven 
Stakes, third in the Great Sapling Stakes, Ascot 
Gold Cup, and June Rose Handicap and produced 
the winners Borrowed Time, Cinque-Cento and 
Gentle Tryst, second in Kentucky Stakes and dam 
of the winner Up the Hill. Rackety Coo was 
dam of the winners Ganga Singh, Rackety Las- 
sie (Yorkshire Oaks and producer), and Ranjit 
Singh. Rackety Coo was half-sister to *Adora- 
tion II, grandam of Reigh Nun, third dam of Ned 
Reigh. 


Buster Lives Up to His Promise 


The thirty-ninth running of the United States 
Hotel Stakes ($2,000 added, six furlongs, 2-year- 
olds), attracted a field of six, including three of 
the best proven juveniles in training, Amphi- 
theatre, Requested, and Some Chance. Amphi- 
theatre, owned by Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson 
(Joan Whitney), had won the Flash Stakes on 
opening day at Saratoga; Requested, racing for 
B. F. Whitaker, had taken five stakes races in the 
Metropolitan area and was the current top 2- 
year-old in the East in number of stakes won and 
money earned; Calumet Farm’s Some Chance had 
won the National Stallion Stakes and had placed 
to his stablemate Sun Again in the Arlington 
Futurity and Juvenile Stakes. Despite such tal- 


ent the winner of the race turned out to be John 
Hay Whitney’s rapidly improving Buster, son of 
*Bull Dog. He scored a decisive two-length vic- 
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tory over Requested, with Amphitheatre a head 
farther back. Buster was gaining revenge on the 
two placed horses, for in the Flash Stakes he was 
second to Amphitheatre and in the Great Ameri- 
can Stakes Requested beat him to the wire. 

It was a race from the outset. Amphitheatre 
(119), Requested (126), and Some Chance (122) 
started battling for the lead, with the first-named 
slightly ahead. The three continued fighting it 
out to the top of the stretch, where Some Chance 
weakened. Buster (116), which had been kept 
right behind the three leaders during the early 
running, started moving forward. Irvin Ander- 
son tried to send Buster between the rail and 
Amphitheatre but the latter moved over and An- 
derson had to take the *Bull Dog colt back and 
send him around the two leaders. Once on the 
outside he quickly passed Requested and Amphi- 
theatre and won by two lengths from Requested, 
with Amphitheatre a head farther back. In or- 
der followed Some Chance, Air Current (116), 
and Cosine (112). Time, :23, :4735, 1:1236. 
Stakes division, $9,675, $1,000, $500, $250.

Audley Farm, breeder; J. H. Whitney, owner; D. A. Headley, trainer. 


Buster was foaled April 7, 1939, at B. B. Jones’ 
Audley .Farm, Berryville, Va. At the Audley 
Farm dispersal on October 27, 1939, Kenneth N. 
Gilpin, of Boyce, Va., bought Buster as a wean- 
ling for $4,000. He grew into a yearling of ex- 
ceptional promise, went to the Saratoga sales in 
1940 along with another colt by Granville. J. H. 
Whitney bought him for $11,500. He was making 
his sixth start. He had won one race previously, 
a maiden event at Aqueduct. He has been twice 
second, once to Requested in the Great American 
Stakes and once to Amphitheatre in the Flash 
Stakes on July 28. He has also been once third 
and once fourth. His earnings now are $13,750. 

Buster was simply living up to his pedigree. 
*Felina II won the Hopeful Stakes (dead-heat) 
in England at two and is also dam of the winners 
Hilena (Arlington Lassie, Washington Park Debu- 
tante Stakes, also producer), Dainger. Lewis (Ha- 
vana City Handicap), Senado (on the flat and 
over jumps), Roughneck, *Goldina (also pro- 
ducer), *Sonina (also producer), and Aristocracy. 
Fifinella won the New Derby and Oaks, Ful- 
bourne, and Cheveley Park Stakes, was also sec- 
ond in the One Thousand Guineas, and produced 
the winners Press Gang (stakes winner and sire), 
Fianna (stakes winner and producer), Fanfare, 
Fifine (dam of stakes winners), Fickle (also pro- 
ducer), Cherisette, and Messenger Boy and the 
producer Jaquinetta. Silver Fowl won the Na- 
tional Breeders’ Produce Stakes, one of England’s 
top 2-year-old races, and produced 12 winners, in- 
cluding Silver Tag (Cambridgeshire and other 
stakes and a producer), Silver Wand, Silvern, 
Soubriquet (stakes winner and dam of Tai-Yang 
and grandam of Pasch), and Silvretta. 

*Felina II and her dam, Fifinella, were in- 
cluded in the remarkable dispersal sale of the 
breeding stock of Sir Edward Hulton’s estate at 
the Newmarket Second July Sales of 1925. Lord 
Woolavington bought Fifinella for 12,000 guineas, 
and the British Bloodstock Agency, acting for 
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Audley Farm, got *Felina II, with her chestnut 
filly (*Goldina) by Golden Myth, and carrying 
*Sonina to the cover of Son-in-Law, for 9,300 
guineas (about $47,825). She was one of the 
highest-priced broodmares ever imported to the 
United States. When the Audley Farm stud was 
broken up in the fall of 1939, *Felina II, then 19 
years old, was sold by J. S. Phipps for $2,900. She 
has a yearling and a suckling by Blenheim, was 
bred to Pilate this year. 


Fenelon's Merchants’ and Citizens’ 


Belair Stud’s Fenelon returned to the winner’s 
circle in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap 
($5,000 added, 134g miles, 3-year-olds and up) at 
Saratoga August 2 for the first time since win- 
ning the Brooklyn Handicap at Aqueduct June 28. 
Between his two triumphs Fenelon had taken a 
beating in the Massachusetts Handicap, finishing 
sixth, and in the Wilson Stakes had run second 
to Parasang, beating Fairy Chant a nose. Handi- 
capper John B. Campbell still had Fenelon (126) 
giving away considerable weight to all the other 
contestants. William du Pont’s good filly Fairy 
Chant (112) was getting nine pounds by scale, 
Millsdale Stable’s Andy K. (117), was receiving 
nine, and his stablemate Sun Lover (110) was 
getting 16, Maemere Farm’s Maeda (110) was 
getting 16 pounds, Greentree’s Corydon (108) was 
getting 18, and John Partridge’s Devil’s Crag 
(100) was receiving 26. Handicapper Campbell 
had figured right, for Fenelon picked up his 126 
pounds and won by a nose from Andy K., which 
was two and a half lengths in front of Corydon. 
The victory was Belair’s second straight in this 
stakes, as *Isolater had won it last year. 

The Merchants’ and Citizens’ was nearly a 
repetition of the Wilson Stakes, run earlier in the 
week. Andy K. left the barrier on top, with 
Maeda, Fenelon, and Fairy Chant closest behind 
him. They raced that way through the back 
stretch and it was not until the turn for home 
that the complexion of the race changed. Maeda 
had had enough and began dropping back. Fairy 
Chant was moving up to the leader with Fenelon. 
At the head of the stretch the three were racing 
together. At the eighth-pole Fairy Chant weak- 
ened but Fenelon kept hammering at Andy K.’s 
short lead in a nip-and-tuck battle, finally get- 
ting the decision by a head. Andy K. finished 
two and a half lengths in front of the fast-closing 
Corydon, a head in front of Maeda, which was 
four lengths in front of the tiring Fairy Chant. 
In order followed Devil’s Crag and Sun Lover. 
Time, :24%, :484, 1:1336, 1:3934, 1:584, track 
fast. Stakes division, $5,200, $1,000, $500, $250.

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CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park, Del Mar 


ALIFORNIA’S racing last week had moved 

south to the pretty little Del Mar track just 
north of San Diego, where, under the direction of 
showman Bing Crosby, the sport was to continue 
for 27 days. Marked by modest stakes and 
purses, the Del Mar track plays to smaller audi- 
ences than the major California courses, but its 
meetings have been uniformly successful. 

During the 47 days of the Hollywood Park 
meeting which closed July 26, a total of $30,309,- 
697 was handled through the totalizator, not 
counting the four charity days for which the total 
turnover was $1,826,395. The average daily 
handle (47 days) was $644,887, as compared with 
an average of $533,121 for last summer’s meet- 
ing and $426,736 in 1939. 

The total purse distribution for the meeting 
was announced as $843,600, of which the largest 
share fell to Big Pebble, winner over Mioland in 
the Hollywood Gold Cup. The Circle M Ranch 
stable, which includes Big Pebble, won a total of 
$90,650, to lead the owners in this respect. The 
big stable of Louis B. Mayer was very successful 
at Hollywood Park, winning the Argonaut Handi- 
cap with Joy Boy, the Sequoia and Vanity with 
Painted Veil, the Inglewood with Sir Jeffrey, and 
the $25,000 added Sunset Handicap with King 
Torch. 


Weight Beats Mioland Again 


Hollywood Park rang down the curtains on its 
fourth and most successful meeting July 26 with 
the Sunset Handicap ($25,000 added, 15 miles, 
3-year-olds and up) as the principal feature. 
Odds-on favorite was Charles S. Howard’s Mio- 
land (128), and once again top weight defeated 
the Oregon-bred colt. Winner by a nose was L. 
B. Mayer’s King Torch (105), acquired by the 
movie magnate from his next to last trainer, 
Clyde Van Dusen. Wing and Wing (105), owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Edward Wright, was third, a 
length back. 

The Sunset Handicap was just another case of 
“Lucky Charley’ Howard’s recent luck with 
Mioland. The *Mio d’Arezzo colt lost the Santa 
Anita Handicap to Bay View by a neck, giving 
the winner 16 pounds. The next week he won the 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap easily, although 
he gave from 17 to 30 pounds to the other start- 
ers. Sent East, Mioland gave Haltal 19 pounds 
and lost the famed Dixie Handicap by a head. At 
Belmont Park Mioland lost by 2% lengths to 
Whirlaway in’ an allowance event at scale 
weights, 127 to 108. In the Suburban Handicap 
he again carried top weight of 127 pounds, and 
was giving from 32 to eight pounds to a high- 
class field. He tired badly and finished fifth. Re- 
turning to the Pacific Coast, Mioland finally broke 
into the winner’s circle by taking the American 
Handicap, under top weight of 126 pounds. Go- 
ing after the rich Hollywood Gold Cup, Mioland 
carried 130 pounds and gave 11 to 20 pounds by 
scale to Big Pebble and *Paperboy, which finished 
in front of him. The Sunset Handicap, Hollywood 
Park’s longest race, was just another chapter of 
the same story. 

Mr. Mayer, out to win his fifth stakes of the 
meeting, started two horses, King Torch and Sir 
Jeffrey (111). The latter was to go out and 


make a hot pace and King Torch was to do the 
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heavy work at the end. The race went off strictly 
according to Trainer Graceton Philpot’s schedule, 
For the first mile Sir Jeffrey went winging along 
in front of the Howard colt by half a length, with 
King Torch, Wing and Wing, and D. J. Metzger’s 
Vain Bo (101) alternating for third, fourth, and 
fifth places. A quarter of a mile from the finish 
Mioland had whipped Sir Jeffrey and the latter 
had dropped back to fifth place. King Torch was 
three lengths behind Mioland, with Omelet (106) 
another length and a half back in third position, 
King Torch was gaining gradually on Mioland. 
At the eighth-pole King Torch forged into the 
lead, but nearing the finish the top weight ap- 
peared to be coming again and the majority of 
the 40,000 spectators thought he had won. The 
photo proved otherwise, giving King Torch a 
margin of a nose. Wing and Wing was third, a 
length behind Mioland and a head in front of 
Omelet. In order followed Lostagal (103), 
*Mount Vernon II (108), Vain Bo, Sir Jeffrey, and 
Farragut (107). Time, :24, :4734, 1:1234, 1:38%, 
2:0425, 2:31, 2:44%5, track fast. Stakes division 
$18,950, $5,000, $2,500, $1,250. 

Joe Deering had the mount on the winner be- 
cause Jack Westrope, No. 1 jockey for the Mayer 
stables, was unable to make the low 105 pounds 
assigned to King Torch. Jockey Buddy Haas said 
Mioland was off form and hard to handle. 

The $5,000 Mioland won in taking second 
place in the Sunset placed him only $530 behind 
Sarazen on the list of leading money-winning 
horses. Mioland is in nineteenth place with 
$224,470 to his credit.

His victory in the Sunset Handicap 
earned him nearly double the total he had won 
previously. He has started a total of 21 times, 
has won four races, finished nine times second 
and three times third for total winnings of $28,- 
700. King Torch was foaled at Clyde Van Dusen’s 
Few Acres Farm near Lexington. Breeder Van 
Dusen sold him to Mr. Mayer in the fall of 1940. 
His sire, Torchilla, also was sold to Mr. Mayer 
about the same time. King Torch’s dam, May 
Steil, won at two, three, and four and is also the 
dam of the winners Machilla, Panair, Chilla May, 
Torch Gleam, and May Torch, all by Torchilla. 
The next dam Beautiful Girl, won and produced 
the winners The Competitor, Whizon, Torch Boy, 
Big Bo, and Miss Torch, also dam of the winners 
Ebony Torch, Blazing Torch, Miss Cleo, and Ruby 
Greenock. The third dam was the good race 
mare Tokalon, winner Brooklyn Handicap and 
Twentieth Century Stakes and dam of six winners.

EASTERN RACING

Saratoga's Good Beginning 


AINY weather played a bit of havoc with the 

first week of Saratoga’s meeting, but the 
crowds of Friday and Saturday were such as to 
indicate that the final figures as to attendance 
and wagering would be well above those of last 
year, when the pari-mutuels were introduced, 
given reasonably good weather. 

The first week’s racing was in true Saratoga 
style, particularly that of Saturday, which saw 
William Woodward's Fenelon, under 126 pounds, 
outgame the now true-running Andy K. to win 
the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap and Buster 
come from behind in the stretch to take the 
United States Hotel Stakes from Requested and 
Amphitheatre. Buster represented the first stakes 
winner saddled for John Hay Whitney by Duval 
A. Headley and both young men were quite happy 
over the fact, even though Mr. Whitney had to 
console his sister, who furnished the beaten 
favorite in Amphitheatre. 

Requested appeared to be limping on the way 
to the post, and with 126 pounds also to carry, it 
was just too much for him, although he succeeded 
in racing Amphitheatre into the ground. Some 
Chance failed to display the finishing prowess ex- 
pected of him. The victor has been displaying 
promise. right along, particularly the ability to 
finish well, and he may have just come into his 
own. 

John M. Gaver, the Greentree trainer, took 
Shut Out from the United States Hotel field to 
run in an overnight event and the Equipoise— 
Goose Egg colt ran back to his only other start, 
in which he established a new Delaware Park 
record for five and one-half furlongs. He covered 
the same distance over a dull track in 1:06%;, 
time which compares favorably with Buster's 
1:12%5 in the feature. 

With Matt Brady taking no chances with Ex- 
ceptional—-he scratched the likely Hard Tack 
colt from the Flash and is doubtful about start- 
ing him in the Saratoga Special—Shut Out prob- 
ably will have Buster and Sun Again as his prin- 
cipal rivals this week-end. The other feature, 
the Alabama Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies at a 
mile and a quarter, seems certain to attract only 
a small field, of which we fancy Brookmeade 
Stable’s Pomayya if Tangled is not a starter. 
Pomayya was a string second to Imperatrice in 
the Test Stakes and will not have the W. H. La 
Boyteaux filly to contend with in the Alabama. 
Level Best is training for the Alabama but has 
developed too much contrariness for her own 
good, 


Favorite Mare 


AST Thursday morning the wife of William 

C. Winfrey, popular young New York trainer, 
presented him with a baby son. That afternoon 
over a drying-out track at Saratoga, his 5-year- 
old mare Dini won her fourth victory of the sea- 
son in celebration of the event. It was one of her 
most notable triumphs in a unique career, as it 
was attained at the direct expense of Maaigama, 
rated well up among the nation’s fastest horses 
up to six furlongs, and she carried 122 pounds. 
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As Dini ran down Madigama in the stretch 
after having been under a drive almost from the 
start of the race to keep within striking distance 
of the Brandywine Stable speedster, one of the 
country’s leading horsemen was heard to exclaim, 
“There’s my favorite mare, look at her run!” 
He has good reason for picking Dini as his favor- 
ite, even though she never has won a stakes race 
and may never do so. The daughter of John P. 
Grier and Quivira, by Display, has been to the 
post 39 times and has returned victories on 22 
occasions. She was second six times and third in 
as many outings. In the other five starts, Dini 
was twice fourth and three times fifth, the last 
three efforts being in stakes—-the only instances 
in which she failed to share in the purse. 

Dini came to the races in the colors of her New 
Jersey breeder, J. M. Roebling. In her second 
start as a 2-year-old, which she won by six 
lengths, she was claimed by W. H. Berri for $2,- 
000, young Winfrey being the latter’s trainer. 
She won for Berri in her next appearance for 
$3,000 and then was third under a $4,000 valua- 
tion in her only other effort during 1938. 

The following spring Dini appeared in Win- 
frey’s silks, campaigning in the $2,500-$3,000 
class until Saratoga, where she began a winning 
streak that was halted at six straight by the con- 
clusion of the season at Empire City in the au- 
tumn. In piling up her list of triumphs, Dini 
advanced in value until she reached class D and 
the allowance ranks. As a 4-year-old the Win- 
frey color-bearer flirted with the haltermen at 
prices ranging from $3,000 to $4,000 until mid- 
summer, thereafter she was class C or better and 
has been such ever since. John B. Campbell has 
notched her at 126 pounds on several occasions 
but she wasn’t quite equal to the task although 
displaying her customary honesty. She is one of 
the bargain claims of recent years. 


Max Hirsch and Attention 


TTENTION'S surprising victory over Whirl- 
away in the Arlington Classic is a reward for 
patience on the part of Trainer Max Hirsch. The 
son of Equipoise and Fizzaz, by Bubbling Over, 
was one of the better 2-year-olds last season, de- 
feating Whirlaway by a neck in the United States 
Hotel Stakes and losing by a length to the Calu- 
met ace in the Hopeful Stakes. In his two later 
starts he was second in the New England Futurity 
and unplaced in the Belmont Futurity. 

Along with the others in Hirsch’s large and 
powerful public stable, Attention was wintered at 
Columbia, S. C., and reports emanating from 
there during the spring were that he was training 
smartly and could be regarded as a dangerous 
Kentucky Derby candidate. During the latter 
part of April when the colt failed to round to as 
expected, Hirsch decided against sending him to 
Louisville and his reasoning was borne out when 
Attention made his first appearance of the season 
at Jamaica. He appeared none too robust and his 
effort was disappointing as he went unplaced in a 
class C handicap. Hirsch waited three weeks be- 
fore starting the colt again and this time Atten- 
tion defeated some class C 3-year-olds over the 
mile course at Belmont Park. Again Hirsch had 
to wait on Attention and the colt couldn't start 
again until more than a month later. It was in 
the Brooklyn Handicap at a mile and a quarter, 
and he weakened towards the end. 

Since that outing, Attention has been in good 
form, moving up in ability. He took over a band 
of fair 3-year-olds, including the ill-fated Selal- 
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beda and the Kent Handicap winner Minnelusa, 
in a 1l4g-mile allowance affair at Empire City, 
the track being muddy, and followed up with a 
clean-cut triumph over some shifty older horses 
at a mile and one furlong, although carrying 122 
pounds and giving actual weight to all his op- 
ponents. That performance prompted Hirsch to 
dispatch Attention to Chicago for his score in the 
Classic. 


Hialeah Park Plans 


ERY shortly an announcement may be ex- 

pected from John C. Clark, energetic presi- 
dent of the Miami Jockey Club, relative to the 
stakes and purse program to be offered at Hia- 
leah Park during the coming winter. It will come 
after a conference with Charles J. McLennan, 
racing secretary, in which the details will be ar- 
ranged. 

Hialeah Park must operate next winter with a 
pari-mutuel take-out of 15 per cent plus breakage, 
the Florida legislature in its recent meeting hav- 
ing voted to double the State’s share to 10 per 
cent. President Clark and his associates expect 
a decrease in the amount of wagering because of 
the larger take-out, believing that many of the 
larger bettors either will reduce their play or go 
to another track where their dollars last longer, 
but just how big the drop will be they are not ina 
position to predict. 

Nevertheless, the Hialeah Park program prob- 
ably will be just as substantial as it was last 
winter. The same stakes with the same values 
are expected to be offered and the purse dis- 
tribution also likely will follow the 1941 pattern. 
It also seems to be the intention of President 
Clark to keep up the other expenditures neces- 
sary to the operation of the meeting. No curtail- 
ment whatsoever may be undergone, despite the 
feeling that existed in some quarters when the 
Florida lawmakers were considering the amend- 
ment to the pari-mutuel bill that Hialeah would 
not ask for 1942 dates, as a protest against the 
increase. 

Clark and Miami Jockey Club directors un- 
doubtedly gave a thought to such action. They 
came to the conclusion, however, that Hialeah 
owed it to the horsemen to continue operation as 
it is one of the two outstanding winter tracks and 
its failure to open would hurt many owners and 
trainers, quite a few of whom have purchased 
homes in Miami. The existence of Gulfstream 
Park, which is just waiting for an intrepid spon- 
sor with money to operate again, undoubtedly 
was a factor in their decision also. It wouldn’t 
do for Hialeah Park to lose its dates. 


Paddock Miscellany 


UST when New World came through with a 

workout to gladden Alfred Vanderbilt’s heart, 
the flashy son of Discovery cooled out with a 
bowed tendon. He will be seen no more this sea- 
son. . . . Steve Judge reports that Our Boots 
showed a slight temperature the day before his 
Classic engagement at Arlington Park and a 
cough developed afterwards. He doesn’t know 
when the Blue Grass Stakes-Yankee Stakes win- 
ner can run again but is certain it will not be in 
the American Derby. . . . James Healy is very 
happy with his stable of selling platers and has 
turned down several offers to train for wealthy 
owners. He says Uncle Sam takes most of his 
income, anyhow. . . . Col. Edward R. Bradley is 
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a daily visitor at Saratoga, looking to be in bet- 
ter health than in several years. . . . Horsemen 
and others who participated in the Juarez meet- 
ings are arranging a dinner in behalf of Col.

F Roy Waldron had been heavier when a 

youngster he might have become a ball player, 
as he traveled for two summers with the St. 
Louis Browns of the American League as their 
mascot. He was light enough, however, to be re- 
garded as a riding prospect and so we have in 
Roy one of the most prominent and popular mem- 
bers of the training profession. 

The present mentor of the Milky Way Farm 
stable of Mrs. Ethel V. Mars was born in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, in 1895. A friend of his family liv- 
ing in Youngstown was Jimmy McAleer, manager 
of the Browns, hence his connection with that 
sport. Another Youngstown citizen was Paul 
Powers, owner of the horse Top o’ th’ Morning 
and he influenced Roy to join his stable, which 
was being handled by Bill Shields. He displayed 
encugh promise to warrant his contract being 
taken by George “Texas’’ Scott, whose horses 
also were trained by Shields. 

Young Waldron had a splendid opportunity to 
learn race riding in the Scott-Shields stable, as 
Carroll Shilling, one of the nation’s crack jockeys 
of the day, was also connected with it, but the 
Youngstown lad grew too fast and had to quit the 
saddle after three years. He rode his first win- 
ner on J. H. Houghton at Woodbine Park and 
remembers finishing second on Constant to her 
stablemate John Gund in the Latonia Derby of 
1914. Both were sent ou thy Auval (Jack) Baker. 
Roy considers Donald McDonald, a plater, the 
best horse he rode. 

His riding days over, Roy joined the Xalapa 
Farm stable of the late Edward F. Simms as 
assistant to Kim Patterson and later worked in 
the same capacity for the late James W. McClel- 
land. He was with Xalapa for a dozen years, 
during which time he had much to do with such 
good horses as My Play, Lucky Hour, Eternal, 
Leonardo II, and Prince of Bourbon. The last 
named was the first winner trained by Waldron. 

Since leaving the Xalapa Farm stable, Waldron 
has trained solely for women owners. He took a 
division of the Greentree Stable of Mrs. Payne 
Whitney to Canada for two years and handled the 
Thoroughbreds of Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin for eight 
years. Upon her retirement from the sport, the 
Ohio horseman took over the important estab- 
lishment maintained by Mrs. Mars and he is in 
his third season with Milky Way, the country’s 
leading buyer of yearlings for some years now. 

Waldron considers that his crowning achieve- 
ment as a trainer was sending out Gallahadion 
to win the 1940 Kentucky Derby, although he 
thinks back with pride to the victory of My Play 
in the Jockey Club Gold Cup in 1924. He saddled 
Milky Way’s Dinner Date to win the Matron 
Stakes and believes he has a trio of likely 2-year- 
olds this season in Black Raider, Dogpatch, and 
Sun Forever, the latter one of Milky Way’s first 
home-breds. 

While training for Mrs. Iselin, Waldron brought 
out his twin cousins, Clarence and Eddie Wat- 
ters, also of Youngstown, as jockeys. 

Roy is married and the father of a daughter, 
Patricia, 13 years old. His hobby—easily guessed 

is baseball, and he’s scratched nearly all the 
hair out of his head rooting for the Browns.

Chestnut 
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Another Fund 
For Retirement 


N the summer cf 1940 there blossomed in New 

England a plan for the elimination from the 
race tracks of horses which had apparently 
ceased to be money-earners but which were oc- 
cupying stalls at Suffolk Downs, Narragansett 
Park, and Rockingham Park—stalls which the 
organizers of the plan thought could be put to 
better use. The movement, pushed along princi- 
pally by Philip Bieber, brother of Hirsch Jacobs’ 
chief patron, Isidor Bieber, gathered considerable 
support and collected enough of a treasury to 
purchase several ‘‘worthless’’ horses and retire 
them from their status as race horses. When 
cold weather approached the organization died. 


In Florida last winter the seed of the Horse 
Retirement Fund was planted in a new organiza- 
tion called the Horsemen's Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association, under which name the horse 
retirement plan was again in full bloom in New 
England last week. 

According to the Horsemen’s News, “official 
organ of New England division of Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association,” the re- 
tirement of horses is a minor function of the 
organization, the purposes of which are stated: 


One of the HBPA’S principal activities is the ex- 
tending of assistance, in cases of urgency to all 
horsemen, whether owners, trainers or grooms, not 
themselves financially able to bear the expense of 
required treatment. Each case is individually in- 
vestigated. This does not mean, however, any 
large amount of red tape or aggravating delay, but 
merely to assure the committee that the applicant 
is not, at the moment, able to care for himself finan- 
cially. Owners whose grooms or cther employees 
are stricken with illness are, of course and as in the 
past, expected to care for their own. There is al- 
ways over on “the backside”’ a sufficient number of 
needy cases to require most of the funds alloted to 
that end of the Association’s work. 

And with these charities, unostentatiously per- 
formed—the association has already deferred funer 
al expenses in three needy cases—will go the re 
tirement, from time to time, of such unsound and 
valueless Thoroughbreds as funds permit and the 
presence of which in a race is a danger to the other 
horses and to the riders. This feature of HBPA 
effort has the unqualified endorsement of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in the 
belief that the poor animals, having reached the end 
of their usefulness for one reason or another, should 
be speedily and painlessly put out of their suffer- 
ing, rather than to be mistreated and engaged in the 
most menial service. Too many once-famous thor- 
oughbreds have fared such an ignominious end... . 

The committee in charge of horse retirement, after 
carefully studying the subject from many angles, 
has recently and unanimously gone on record as in 
favor of according first consideration to mares that 
owners may offer. It is the committee's belief that 
meres offered by their owners at $100 each do not 
have the blood lines on the one hand or the physi- 
cal requisites upon the other, to contribute through 
their progeny to the improvement of the breed. No 
mare retired by the association will be permitted 
to go to the embrace of any thoroughbred stallion. 
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However, when a mare comes along for retire- 
ment that has no hereditary unsoundness and is of 
satisfactory conformation, it is not unlikely that such 
an individual may be turned over, with the usual 
stipulations, to some farmer desiring to breed her 
to some type of stallion other than a thoroughbred. 
It is possible that some of the state experimental 
stations in animal husbandry would be interested 
in such individuals. It has even been suggested 
that the U. S. Army Remount Service might desire 
to send such mares to its large Oklahoma breeding 
establishment, conditional that they pass the rigid 
broodmare requirements of the Service. 

But in no case will mares, offered for retirement, 
be permitted to reproduce more thoroughbreds. 


The Horsemen’s News also carries news of a 
gift of $4,966 from Suffolk Downs to the H. B. 
P. A., representing one per cent of the purses at 
the recent meeting, and a gift of $500 from the 
American Turf Association to the Chicago di- 
vision of the organization. Along with the gift 
from Suffolk Downs, President Charles F. Adams 
sent some advice: “First the association should 
build up a reasonable reserve of cash; then the 
members could more intelligently vote on how 
far they wished to extend their contributions for 
medical care and hospitalization.” It was not 
made clear whether the gift from the track could 
be used for the purchase of useless horses. 


The H. B. P. A. committee apparently has al- 
ready begun to purchase horses and dispose of 
them. The methed of disposal brought quite an 
outburst from Horace Wade, who held forth as 
follows in his column in the Green Race Special 


The other afternoon the HBPA purchased several 
horses to ‘‘retire,’’ paying their owners $100 apiece, 
and the moguls of the association promptly pro- 
ceeded to “‘retire’’ them permanently. By the simple 
method of sending bullets smashing through their 
brains. 

Two of these horses were broken down, lame 
geldings. The remaining pair were mares, one of 
which was San Antioca. And there our blood be- 
gan to boil and our temper to soar.... 

A keen lover of the horse, we can understand the 
advisability of putting hopelessly lame racers out 
of their misery. But when it comes to sound mares, 
it is our additional belief that their destruction is 
certainly not in the interest of “improving” condi- 
tions, but rather instrumental in the tearing down 
of a turf citadel which has stood firm against the 
beating of time and the fanatical attacks of re- 
formers. 

The fact that a mare is unable to win a race at 
Suffolk Downs does not indicate she is incapable of 
producing a foal to carry on to heights she failed 
to attain. 

A mare like San Antioca, for instance, was by 
Blue Pete out of Sardinian, she by the imported 
Pomme-de-Terre. 

Blue Pete, her sire, ran a mile over a straight 
course in 1:33 in England to wipe out a record 
which had stood for nearly three decades. 

Her dam, Sardinian, traced back to an Oaks win- 
ner. 

Certainly such blood lines could have proved 
valuable to the American turf without consigning 
San Antioca to a bullet through the head. 

Many more horses will be purchased by the 
HBPA to be destroyed in the same cruel fashion... . 


The Horsemen’s News printed an endorsement 
of the retirement plan from Francis H. Rowley, 
president of the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.

DEATH OF SELBY M. BURCH 


ELBY M. BURCH, member of a noted racing 

family, died at Nassau Hospital, Long Island, 
on July 28, 1941, after a brief illness, pneumonia 
being the immediate cause of his death. 

Born in Washington in 1886, Selby M. Burch 
had a noted racing background. His father, Wil- 
liam P. Burch, was one of the leading trainers of 
his day. It was William P. Burch who was the 
racing mentor of Andrew Jackson Joyner, and 
also brought out George Odom, William P. 
Burch in his long and distinguished career trained 
many first-class horses, for himself and _ his 
patrons. He owned and trained Biggonet, win- 
ner of the Spinaway in 1885, and later dam of the 
Futurity winner Martimas. In later years he 
trained for Francis Hitchcock, Samuel Ross, and 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson. 

Green B. Morris was Selby M. Burch’s uncle. 
Mr. Morris owned and trained Apollo, winner of 
the Kentucky Derby, Strathmeath, winner of the 
American Derby in 1891, Sir Dixon, that later 
won the Withers and Belmont in the Dwyer silks, 
Sombrero, Slave, Cunard, and other good win- 
ners. 

The dead trainer’s brother, Preston M. Burch, 
has been a success in his chosen profession for 
nearly forty years, having trained such as Gen- 
eral Thatcher, Firethorn, “White Clover II, Jean 
Bart, Creole Maid, Wand, Regal Lily, Tambour 
(in his own colors), and many other winners. 

Selby M. Burch trained his first winner at 
Jamaica, May 10, 1922. This was Sea Mint, a 
5-year-old chestnut colt by *Sea King out of 
*Mintless, which he had claimed from the Oak 
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Ridge Stable. His first stakes winner was Pil- 
grim, at Belmont Park July 12, 1922, in the Har- 
lem Selling Stakes, value $3,250. This 5-year-old 
bay gelding, by Garry Herrmann out of Zoola, 
had been bred by Joseph E. Widener and was 
purchased from that sportsman, 

Since then the best winners trained by Selby 
M. Burch have included Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Thursday, winner of the Riggs in 1934 and 1935 
and the Bryan and O'Hara Memorial Handicap in 
1935; Edward Friendly’s Jacola, winner of the 
Selima in 1937, the Ladies’, Laurel (beating Sea- 
biscuit), Maryland, and Washington Handicaps. 
This daughter of *Jacopo and La France won 11 
races and $70,060. He trained Miss Ferdinand 
for the Christiana Stable when that daughter of 
*Bull Dog won the Matron Stakes in 1939. He 
also handled the good race mare Ingrid (dam of 
Dit) during a part of her career. 

His principal patron at the time of his death 
was Mrs. Alice Sherman, whose 2-year-olds have 
raced well on Long Island, the best of them be- 
ing Home Wolf and American Wolf. One of the 
last horses saddled by Selby M. Burch was Home 
Wolf, which was unplaced in the Arlington 
Futurity. 

The dead trainer is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. Emily J. Burch; his wife, Mrs. Brigida 
Burch; a son, William Preston Burch; two daugh- 
ters, Emily Rosina and Brigida Maria Burch; his 
brother, Preston M. Burch; and a sister, Miss 
Mitti Burch. 

A member of the American Trainers Associa- 
tion, of which Preston M. Burch is president, 
Selby M. Burch was universally liked by his 
legion of friends and his passing leaves a gap in 
the training ranks that will not easily be filled.

Yearling Notes 


Military Stock Farm 


OR the past two years John S. Wiggins and 

F. B. Koontz have been sending yearlings 
from the Military Stock Farm to the Saratoga 
market. They have sold some of the best bar- 
gains of recent years and other useful horses at 
prices much below their value. Now that they 
have established a reputation their yearlings 
should begin to realize better prices. Among the 
yearlings they have sold are the stakes winners 
Tangled, Blue Pair, and Light Lady. 

This year Military Stock Farm and seven part- 
ners will be represented by 22 yearlings at Sara- 
toga. The sire represented by the largest num- 
ber is Mr. Koontz’s Sweeping Light, a son of the 
English sire Manna out of Sweeping Glance, by 
Sweep. The brown colt out of the good stakes 
winner Technique was the one I liked the best 
in this sire’s group. He is well proportioned, 
short-coupled, and a smart-looking youngster. 
His build is medium, with good sloping shoulders, 
withers prominent and well back, good legs all 
around, a high croup, and is fairly long from the 
point of his hip to his hock. When this observer 
went to Mr. Wiggins’ farm, which is located in 
Bourbon County, Charles C. VanMeter, dean of 
Kentucky's trainers and developer and part 
owner of Blue Pair, had preceded me there and 
had just finished his inspection. He was very 
high on the brown colt out of Port-Hole, a big 
rugged yearling with lots of muscle. He is deep- 
girthed, well developed in the quarters, and short- 
backed. Mr. Wiggins put in a good word for a 
brown colt out of Scout Plane, by *Chicle—Es- 
cadrille, by Man o’ War. This one is of medium 
build, very strong and slightly long-bodied. He is 
very good and clean in the legs, big and roomy 
in the chest, high-crouped, and long from hip to 
hock. 

The lone filly in this group by Sweeping Light 
is a bay out of Half Hose, by On Watch, the next 
dam being the top producing mare Sox, dam of 
Tick On, Clocks, Tickory Tock, and others. This 
is a very good filly with a look of class about her, 
She is of average size, well developed muscularly, 
with extra good quarters. 

The bay colt by Sweeping Light—Dollar Prin- 
cess is a well built, short-coupled, speedy-looking 
yearling. He has well developed quarters, short 
back, short cannons, and is slightly over at the 
knees. The brown colt out of Society Blaze is 
an alert, chunky youngster, short in the back, 
deep through the girth, wide fronted, with strong 
quarters and shoulders. The brown colt out of 
Miss Tulsa is smaller than the others, but is 
powerful and well turned. He has the conforma- 
tion of speed, with lots of driving power in his 
quarters and strength in his shoulders. 

Pairbypair has three yearlings in the consign- 
ment. A bay filly out of Lady Teddy, the dam 
of Light Lady and Teddy Kerry, both stakes win- 
ners, struck me as a standout. She is on the 


chunky side, very smooth and quick-looking. She 
has grand shoulders, short back, deep girth, 
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strong quarters, and good legs—-a top filly. A 
chestnut colt out of Misgivings is another very 
strong yearling. He is wide-forked, short through 
the back, deep-girthed, high in the croup, and 
good-legged. The other colt, out of Sunberra, is 
rather low-set, short-coupled, is strong in his 
forearms, high-crouped, and well developed in the 
quarters. 

*Shifting Sands has a bay colt out of Ann Vic- 
tory which is small but very smart and quick- 
looking. She has a grand head, held high, prom- 
inent withers, good shoulder and forearm, good 
legs, is short-coupled and high-crouped. 

Mr. Wiggins is still waiting for Elf Lock to 
have her first colt. But despite the fact that she 
has had only fillies Elf Lock has done right well 
by herself. At present her 3-year-old by the 
name of Tangled is the leading 3-year-old money- 
winning filly of the year, and her yearling filly, 
a brown by Discovery, should be one of the top 
fillies at Saratoga. She is a good-sized youngster 
with class written all over her. She is clean-cut, 
very racy, of medium build, and has a very intelli- 
gent head. Like her excellent half-sister, she 
looks a great deal like her dam, a Whitney-bred 
mare. 

High Quest has a grand-looking, flashy colt out 
of My Beauty. He is short-coupled, good-shoul- 
dered and -quartered, clean-legged, and has an 
even, long stride. 

Blue Pair has a grey half-sister, by *Belfonds 

Eva B., which is on the small side and is rather 
finely built. *Belfonds’ best winner, the filly 
Commanderie (Grand Prix de Paris, French Oaks, 
and other reces), is bred like this one. She is 
well proportioned, with prominent withers and 
short back, is comparatively deep in the girth, 
and has a long bottom line. There is another 
grey filly by *Belfonds, out of the stakes winner 
Miss Purray. This filly has more substance than 
the other, is larger, and very good all over. 

A leggy, short-coupled bay colt is the one by 
Ladysman—Banset; he follows the general pat- 
tern of Ladysman’s get, which have been very 
successful. 

The young stallion Sun Teddy, which has got 
off to such a good start, has two colts in the 
Military Stock Farm consignment. A big, power- 
ful fellow is the chestnut out of Intrusion. He 
has thick quarters, deep girth, strong shoulders 
and is well put together. Another Sun Teddy is 
the dark brown colt out of Morgold, by Morvich. 
He is smaller than the Intrusion colt, is of me- 
dium build, and has four good legs. 

Herbar, a young General Thatcher mare, has a 
bay colt by Burgoo King which is on the rugged 
side and is very strong in the quarters and shoul- 
ders as well. 

Psychic Bid has a bay filly out of Doramelia 
which is alert, of medium build, with short back, 
very strong forearm, good joints, short cannon, 
and good feet.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


OCKINGHAM PARK is having one of its 

most successful meetings in its compara- 
tively short history. Through the first 12 days 
of the meeting a total handle of $3,668,838 has 
one through the totalizator for a daily average 
of $305,736. This average is $106,845 higher than 
the corresponding figure for the first 12 days in 
1940. The biggest day was Saturday, August 2, 
with a $505,137 handle for eight races. Some of 
the best handicap horses in New England went to 
the post for the $5,000 added Granite State Hand- 
icap that day. Winner, in a big upset, was W. J. 
Hirsch’s Tragic Ending, with such horses as 
Honey Cloud, Royal Man, Many Stings, and Mae- 
chance behind him and with the good 3-year-old 
Market Wise only able to get third place. A 
crowd of 27,000 witnessed the day’s racing. 

Mid-week racing fans were offered the Maple- 
wood Stakes for 2-year-olds, saw S. H. and J. C. 
Stone’s Syl’s Jimmy take the stakes, and wagered 
$303,302 through the machines. Robespierre, 
owned by W. E. Johnson, scored a victory in a 
$5,000 claiming event, the feature attraction, on 
Thursday, July 31. The same day saw Little 
Acorn win a maiden event and register a minus 
pool. Shortly before the race a $5,000 wager was 
placed on the filly. 

Rockingham Park will close its gates Saturday, 
August 9, with the Rockingham Park Handicap 
as the feature. On Wednesday, August 6, the 
Matron Handicap will be offered. Monday, 
August 11, will see Narragansett Park’s 42-day 
meeting getting under way. 


Syl's Jimmy's Good Effort 


The field for the Maplewood Stakes ($2,500 
added, five and a half furlongs, 2-year-olds) at 
Rockingham Park July 30, included none of the 
2-year-olds which had previously distinguished 
themselves in stakes races, but the five which 
started were a consistent group. All had placed 
well up in the majority of their recent races, 
mostly allowance and maiden events. Only one, 
Syl’s Jimmy (110), had ever started in a stakes 
race before and on the strength of his perform- 
ance in that race—the Mayflower Stakes, in which 
he finished second to Alsab—-was made an even- 
money favorite. S. H. and J. C. Stone’s colt jus- 
tified the confidence by nipping C. B. Gooch’s 
Rodes K. (110) on the wire to win. Rodes K. 
was away on top at the break and opened up a 
five-length lead in two furlongs. Frank Luban- 
ovitch’s Opportunity (110) was leading the rest 
of the field, with Syl’s Jimmy trailing. The lat- 
ter started moving up after the opening five- 
sixteenths, but it appeared that Rodes K. had 
stolen the race, and he was winging along in 
front with a four-length margin over Opportunity, 
with Syl’s Jimmy a neck further back. On en- 
tering the stretch Opportunity saved ground on 
the inside and was moving up on the leader, with 
Syl's Jimmy sticking close to him. At this point 
Al Bodiou, who had flown from Chicago for the 
race, started driving Syl’s Jimmy hard after the 
tiring Rodes K., and in the last sixteenth caught 
him and pushed his nose in front in the concluding 
strides. A little over a length behind Rodes K. 
came Opportunity, which had held on well. In 
order followed Incoming (114) and Second 
Thought (110). Time, :2224, :46, :59, 1:06, track 
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fast. Syl’s Jimmy broke the record for the 
stakes, set last year by Little Beans. Stakes

Syl’s Jimmy, bred by Sam H. Stone, of Louis- 
ville, was foaled at the farm of James C. Stone in 
Madison County, Kentucky, and races as the 
property of the two brothers. Nellie Lyons was 
first mated with *St. Germans in 1938, but when 
it was found necessary to lighten the stallion’s 
breeding schedule this mare was sent to Halcyon. 
Syl’s Jimmy has now made four starts, won twice 
and finished twice second, and earned $5,960. In 
his start previous to the Maplewood Stakes he 
was second to Alsab in the Mayflower Stakes. 
Prior to his being sent to New England no stakes 
engagements had been made for him. 

Nellie Lyons won and also produced the win- 
ners Asyouwere and Whipstitch (nine wins to the 
end of 1940, and a winner at seven in 1941). Nel- 
lie Lyons is sister to Margaret Winsor, winner of 
the Latonia Oaks and Latonia Inaugural Handi- 
cap and dam of the winners Whiskwin and Eliza- 
beth Kennedy (also producer) and the Producer 
Bonnie M., dam of the winners Lord Dalton, Miss 
Bonnie, and Alldena. Bronzewing won the Ken- 
tucky Oaks and Ashland Oaks and also pro- 
duced the winners Alex, Jr.,. Humphrey, Drowsy 
Waters, Joe Rudolph, Fire Chief, and Lucy 
Churchill (dam of nine winners) and the pro- 
ducer Brown Wing, dam of five winners. Bronze- 
wing was sister to Muireall, dam of the winners 
Hazel L. and Lady Allby and Harvest Time, sec- 
ond in King’s Plate and producer. Miss Dolly 
produced one other foal and was sent to Chili.

W. J. Hirsch’s Tragic Ending, a 3-year-old Mis- 
step colt, had only occasionally ventured out of 
allowance races into stakes events. When he did 
he was soundly beaten. For this reason the 
25,000 fans which had gathered at Rockingham 
Park August 2 for an eight-race card including 
the Granite State Handicap ($5,000 added, 114, 
miles, 3-year-olds and up) figured him a poor 
risk, despite his bottom weight of 102 pounds. 
They guessed wrong, for the 3-year-old came with 
a rush in the stretch to win his first stakes in a 
definite upset, paying 14 to 1. 

Behind Tragic Muse at the finish were some of 
the best handicap performers in New England, 
including Royal Man (118), Market Wise (3, 
116), Honey Cloud (116), Many Stings (113), 
and four others. Market Wise was the only one 
in the favored group which was able to finish in 
the money, getting a third behind Cape Cod 
(3, 109), another comparatively long shot. Cape 


Cod, owned by G. C. Greer, went to the front at 
the break and R. Sisto opened up a lead of a 
length and a half over the veteran Honey Cloud. 
In the meantime George McMullen was allowing 
Tragic Ending to settle into his stride, well back 
Cape Cod met no real resistance 


in fifth place.

Arlington Park closed its most successful meet- 
ing with the Hyde Park Stakes and the winner 
proved to be Mrs. Albert Sabath’s bargain colt, 
Alsab, which was winning his fourth stakes of the 
year. 


Misty Isle's Good Performance 


Joseph E. Widener’s Misty Isle finally got 
Tangled out of her hair and scored her first stakes 
victory of the year. Twice before this year the 
3-year-old *Sickle filly tackled «angled in stakes 
and twice she was second. Misty Isle’s stakes 
victory was in the Princess Pat ($2,500 added, 
one mile, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares) 
at Washington Park August 2. The winner put 
up a game race, withstanding challenges from 
three of the other four starters. The crowd 
which gathered at the Homewood course for its 
first Saturday’s program backed Misty Isle down 
to favoritism despite her top impost of 120 
pounds. She was giving from nine to 16 pounds 
to all the other starters. 

Ridden by A. Snider, Misty Isle broke slowly, 
but in the first quarter-mile took the lead from 
Woolford Farm’s Silvestra (3, 111). Millsdale 
Stable’s Happy Home (3, 104) challenged and 
took the lead by a head at the end of the first 
half-mile. The *Sickle filly was soon back on 
top, with Silvestra tagging close behind and 
Happy Home dropping out of it after her brief 
burst.

What to Do? 


ONDON, July 21 (By Air Mail).—A further 

complication has arisen to afflict our much 
harassed trainers. At a time that they are urged 
by those in authority to reduce the numbers of 
horses in their stables—the maximum of 1,200 
for the whole of the country must be realized 
without much more delay—trainers find that 
many of their 2-year-olds are suffering from the 
seasonal troubles of shin soreness or dry cough. 
These young horses may be of latent promise, 
and they ought to be patiently treated and given 
time to pull round from the minor ailments inci- 
dental to immature stock. The wealthy trainer 
with the well-to-do patrons can afford to keep 
these good horses in the making and discard his 
order horses of mere handicap rank. But precious 
few trainers, or owners, are wealthy nowadays, 
and when the stable’s rent and fodder bills are 
contemplated it is only natural that many trainers 
decide against retaining the late autumn or 1942 
“prospect,” preferring the moderate but hardy 
handicapper which can be fairly relied upon to 
earn something quickly. As a consequence of 
many owners and trainers being faced with this 
dilemma, I am afraid that a number of budding 
champions are being turned out to grass. Maybe 
they can be taken up again next spring, if, as we 
hope, the outlook is brighter, but the break will 
be detrimental to their racing careers. 


Good 2-Year-Olds 


AIN last week eased training difficulties to 

some extent, though the going on the New- 
market Summer Course was still on the firm side 
for the meeting of July 16-17. Fields ruled small, 
there being only 95 runners for the 12 races, and 
some notable stables, that of Fred Darling among 
them, were not represented at the meeting. 

The races for 2-year-olds were the most inter- 
esting, and pride of place must be given to the 
winner of the Princess Stakes, for fillies, run over 
five furlongs. This was the Aga Khan’s bay 
Sonibai, a daughter of Solario out of the Oaks 
winner Udaipur, by Blandford. Making her first 
appearance on the race course, Sonibai, despite 
running a trifle green, beat the hot favorite, Lord 
Astor’s Highway Code (by Hyperion out of Book 
Law) cleverly by a neck, with the Duke of Port- 
land's useful winner Peradventure (by Bosworth 
out of Lang Syne) four lengths away third of six. 
Sonibai is a beautifully made filly, impossible to 
fault, in my judgment, and she promises to train 
into something quite out of the ordinary. High- 
way Code, equally well bred, is also a charming 
2-year-old, but without the range and scope of 
Sonibai. I think there will be more than a neck 


between them when next they clash. Strictly on 
the book, Sonibai comes out a good deal inferior 
to the King’s filly Sun Chariot, which beat High- 
way Code into fourth place over the Newmarket 
Stretch a fortnight previously. But I fancy that 
Highway Code benefited appreciably from that 
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outing, and I am crediting Sonibai with being 
little, if anything, inferior to Sun Chariot. It will 
be a treat to see the pair in opposition. 

A striking tribute to the merit of the King’s 
other crack 2-year-old, the colt Big Game, was 
provided by the result of the Chesterfield Stakes 
(o f.). A fortnight earlier, Big Game had beaten 
Lord Derby’s colt Watling Street in a canter by 
four lengths for the Coventry Stakes. Now odds

field, and the handsome bay son of Fairway and 
Ranai scored in the easiest style by five lengths 
from the Aga Khan’s grey filly Mah Iran (by 
*Bahram out of Mah Mahal, dam of *Mahmoud), 
with Jack Jarvis’ grey colt Merry Mood (by 
*Mahmoud out of Veuve Clicquot) two lengths 
away third and A. E. Allnatt’s speedy grey Muz- 
loom, also by *Mahmoud, fourth of seven. This 
is good form, and in fact I emphasized on the oc- 
casion of his winning debut that Watling Street 
was high-class. Clearly Big Game must be a 
real crackajack to have beaten him s% convinc- 
ingly in the Coventry Stakes. 


The Soltykoff Stakes, run over six furlongs, 
found the weakness in Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen’s 
colt by Colombo out of Sweet Abbess. Odds were 
freely laid on his beating two rivals, but at no 
stage of the contest was he going so well as Mrs, 
H. G. Glomey’s brown colt Birikan, which won by 
three lengths. The backward Coastal Command, 
a son of Cri de Guerre, was only a neck behind 
the favorite. Birikan, bred by his owner, is by 
*Bahram out of Carola, by Tetratema. This was 
his second success in four outings, and he has 
never run badly. 


Biggest field of the meeting was that of 14 for 
the Kirtling T. Y. O. Stakes (6 f.). The winner, 
an outsider in the market, was Major L. B. Holli- 
day’s bay filly Phase, a daughter of Windsor Lad 
out of Lost Soul, by Solario. She scored com- 
fortably by a length from A. Gillson’s filly by 
Fair Trial out of Montez, with Lord Rosebery’s 
chestnut colt Hyperides (by Hyperion out of 
Priscilla) a length and a half away. Hyperides, 
which resembles his sire, will do better than this. 


Three-year-olds were not much in evidence at 
the meeting. Perhaps the best performance of 
one of that age was by Capt. J. V. Ballies’ black 
filly Firle (by Noble Star out of Versicle, by 
*Sickle) in beating the 4-year-old Prince Tetra 
for the one-mile Bottisham Stakes. 


More Fixtures Announced 


ONDON, July 14 (By Air Mail).—Jockey Club 

Stewards have announced the fixtures for the 
latter part of the season, and for the ten weeks 
September 1-November 8 the plan is for 23 pro- 
grams. This is a slight reduction from the ra- 
tions allowed during the summer months, which 
have averaged three programs each week. I do 
not know whether the season will be extended 
beyond the Newmarket fixture arranged for No- 
vember 5-6, which is the last on the published 
list, but maybe we shall get a few more days if 
all goes well. In the period named, there will be 
five two-day meetings at Newmarket in mid- 
week, but the remainder of the meetings will all 
be held on Saturdays. No new courses are 
brought into operation. The policy of concentrat- 
ing largely on Saturday fixtures has much to 
commend it, since it will provide the maximum 
amount of pleasure to the workers at a minimum 
interference with the war effort. Moreover, it is 
a sop to the noisy anti-racing fraternity and robs 
them of one of their arguments against the sport 
—that it takes men away from the factories 
when they should be making guns. It’s nobody's 
business what a man does with his Saturday half- 
holiday. 

If fixtures are getting fewer, it is satisfactory 
to note that stakes are being appreciably in- 
creased in value, a matter of prime importance 
to those owners who are carrying on. At the 
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one-day Newbury meeting last week, win-money 
alone amounted to some £1,700, and this amount 
will be increased at the two-day meeting to be 
held over the course next month. Nottingham 
also is launching out, whether voluntarily or by 
request of the authorities I do not know, and at 
their August meeting they are offering £4,000 in 
prize money during the two days. Newmarket 
prizes, of course, are always of as good value as 
circumstances permit. All things considered, the 
lot of owners is not so bad as it might have been, 
though a great many people are sore at having 
to turn out, or destroy, a big number of useful 
horses. 

We are getting near to the agreed minimum of 
1,200 horses in training and for this small com- 
pany I suppose the present fixture list is ample. 
There is not, however, much scope for building 
up a stable, assuming that anyone had the temer- 
ity to contemplate such a venture at the present 
time, and it was not surprising that the average 
type of yearlings and young horses in training 
did not make much money at Messrs. Tattersall’s 
recent Newmarket Sales. Not that the business 
was bad, such as it was 12 months ago. Stock 
was not “thrown away” to the dog-meat men, 
and some vendors even expressed satisfaction 
with their sales—-which is as remarkable as hear- 
ing a farmer praising the weather. I suppose 
that we shall have to wait until we are much 
nearer victory before there is any real sparkle 
about the bidding for Thoroughbreds. The real 
feature of the Sales was the demand for fillies 
by Hyperion. The British Bloodstock Agency, 
acting for American clients, purchased two 3- 
year-olds by Lord Derby’s great stallion Hy- 
perion. These were Hydroplane (out of the Oaks 
winner Toboggan) and Quittance (out of Book 
Debt) for 2,800 and 2,700 guineas respectively. 
Neither has shown to much advantage on the 
race track, but they represent our best blood- 
lines. The only other four-figure lot at the sales 
was the yearling filly by Hyperion out of the 
Oaks and Gold Cup winner Quashed. Although 
this youngster is not eligible for the General Stud 
Book, she made 2,100 guineas, the buyer being 
Sir Alec Black. In all, some 136 lots changed 
hands for an aggregate of 27,935 guineas. 


Racing at Nottingham 


AST week’s racing was at Nottingham (July 

7) and Newbury and Edinburgh (July 12). 
Fields ruled small, in consequence of the extreme- 
ly hard state of the going, and for a £600 race for 
3-year-olds over 11 furlongs at Nottingham, there 
were only two competitors. One was Lord Astor’s 
moderate gelding Bastille, a son of Chateau Bous- 
caut, and the other was named Bough Becch, 
which is all that we need know about him. Start- 
ing at 25 to 1, Bastille won on a tight rein by 30 
lengths. Bough Beech collected £65 for being 
second. 
_ Lord Astor’s colors were to the fore again later 
in the day, when the nice bay filly Fairly Hot, a 
daughter of Solario out of Fair Cop, by Fairway, 
took the Fillies’ Maiden T. Y. O. Plate in easy 
style from Vic Smyth’s Blue Mist filly (by Diplo- 
mat), with James Rank’s Graceful (by His 
Grace) third of six. A better-class 2-year-old 
winner was the Duchess of Norfolk’s chestnut 
filly Honest Penny (by Fair Trial out of Penny 
Rock, by Rocksavage), which scored in the Savile 
Plate. Carrying the maximum penalty, Honest 
Penny ran with great gameness to give 15 pounds 
and a half-length beating to the useful Roman

At Newbury 


EWBURY provided better-class sport at the 

week-end, when the Summer Cup, a mile. 
and-a-half handicap worth £541 to the winner, 
was the chief attraction. There were only seven 
starters, and the one which proved to be best 
suited by the conditions afoot was Lord Portal’s 
6-year-old gelding Longriggan. The son of Prince 
Galahad loves to head his feet rattle, and he clear- 
ly relished the gallop, scoring by a length from 
Miss Dorothy Paget’s 4-year-old Anarchist (by 
Taj-ud-Din), with the penalized Pearl Rock third 
and Monsieur Pons, none the worse for his Not- 
tingham exertions, fourth. Longriggan has been 
acting as schoolmaster to Sun Castle in the lat- 
ter’s preparation for the classics, and in all home 
gallops the 3-year-old showed up immensely su- 
perior. On the race course, however, Longriggan 
has proved a deal more dependable. He was well- 
ridden in this Newbury race by Boyd-Rochfort’s 
apprentice R. Burrows, the stable’s regular jock- 
ey, Pat Beasley, being unable to get leave from 
the R. A. F., in which he is now serving. The 
calling-up to the Forces of many jockeys is giving 
a chance to some apprentices who might not 
otherwise have real opportunities to make good. 

The Hurricane Handicap for 3-year-olds over 
five furlongs attracted ten runners, and the win- 
ner was J. Olding’s gelding Tullybrack, a son of 
Concerto. Runner-up was another gelding by the ~ 
same sire, R. C. Dawson’s Courante. Another 
event confined to 3-year-clds, the Compton Maiden 
Plate (1144 m.) was taken by Lord Londonderry's 
gelding Ruscus (by Orpen) from five very mod- 
erate rivals. A fourth gelding to score during the 
afternoon was Mr. Abelson’s 5-year-old Rue de la 
Paix, which equaled the time record for the New- 
bury straight mile wher clocking 1:374% to win 
the Ilsley Handicap. Rue de la Paix, by Link 
Boy, pulled through by a short head from Miss 
Paget’s 4-year-old Priority, with Quartier-Maitre 
a length away third in a field of 13. 

The pick of the entries for the two events for 
2-year-olds were not saddled. James Rank’s 
home-bred colt Comique (by Mieuxce out of 
Cyblane, by Blandford) short-headed Lord Car- 
narvon’s consistent but unlucky colt Seven Bar- 
rows (by Noble Star) for the Wantage Plate, for 
which only five ran. There were 21 competitors 
for the Maiden Plate, but none of much account. 
The winner was F. O. Bezner'’s weirdly named colt | 
Hellzapoppin, by Rameses the Second out of that 
useful race mare Thalia, by Bulger. He won by 
three lengths from the heavily backed favorite 
G. Olding’s filly by Bellacose out of Didonna, with 
Lord Sefton’s filly Rust (by Cecil) third. 

At Edinburgh, Lord Rosebery’s 3-year-old Nep- 
tune, a half-brother, by Hyperion, to Blue Peter, | 
stooped to conquer in the Tranent Plate (1%, m.), 
worth £196. He had all his work cut out to ac- 
count for three opponents which his illustrious 
half-brother would have beaten by half a mile. |
